In explanation of this, Mr. Rud- 
dick says that the freight and duty, 
% cents per pound, on freshly made 
butter from New Zealand amounts to 
about the sdme as the cost of carry- 
ing Canadian butter from summer to 
March. Sanada, he says, does not 
produce enough butter during the 
winter for her current demands and 
must either hold some summer butter 
in storage or import from the south- 
ern hemisphere. 

It is noc unlikely, he says, that the 
Pacific coast, at any rate, will con- 
tinue for some years as in the past, 
to secure partial supplies from Aus- 
tralia, 

Dealing With the export market he 


says: 
Germany continues to grow in im 
portance of international trade in 


dairy produce, every year importing 
larger quantities of butter. It would 
appear that on the whole the world's 
consumption of dairy products is in- 
creasing rather faster than  produc- 
tion and that reserve stocks are light- 
er at the present moment than they 
have been for many years. 

The outlook for dairying at present 
is exceedingly good and there is every 
encouragement from the market 
point of view for Canadian farmers 
to increase their production.

It is also proposed that Turkey 
shall immediately re-admit Italians to 
tho Ottomah Empi;e under the same 
conditious as prevaiied before the war. 

Italy will keep Stampalia as a iav- 
al station, while she will return to 
Turkey the other islands in the Aeg- 
ean Sea on condition that their nation- 
ality shal: be respected and that their 
political and administrative organiza- 
t‘on shall be conducted on the lines 
set forth in the proposal of Count 
Leopold Von Berchthold, the Austro- 
Hungarian foreign minister. Finally 
Italy will grant Turkey the same con- 
cessions “8 were granted by Austria 
when the latter country annexed Bos- 
nia and Herzogovina. ’

Our attention is Caugut first by the 
three reivrences to His mighty works 
(Verses 20, 21, 23), and we remember 
that tle said on one occasion: iii 
do not the works of My bather be- 
lieve Me not, But if 1 do, though 
ye believe not Me, believe tue Works 
that ye may know and believe that 
the Father is in Me and 1 in Him, 
(John x, 37, 88). In Israel's nation- 
al anthem, which was writtea so long 
ago and which they will sing when 
the kingJom comes, they will exhort 
one another to declare His doings, for 
He hath done excellent things (Isa, 
xil, 4). In their great psalter they 
are repeatedly urged to talk of ail 
His wondrous works (Ps. Ixxviii, 4; 
xevi, 3; ev. 2,5; evi. 2). We should 
begin at creation and follow on 
through His dealings with Noah, Ab- 
raham, Isaac, Jacob, Joseph, Israel's 
delverance from Egypt and aN Hig 
Subsequent dealings with them, then
